This case has been very carefully considered by 
the Panel, including an assessment by Training of the individual. I 
was of the opinion that, assuming reasonable standards, that the indi- 
vidual was suitable for career employment. The chief factors concerned 
the possible lack of sufficient objectivity and evidences of faulty 
judgment in the past, chiefly an incident involving a claim of dis- 
loyalty against a former student which, after thorough investigation, 
was found to be false.

Although it was generally agreed that the project was not justified 
in terms of current DD/l collection requirements, it was agreed that 
it was a worthwhile risk in terms of its primary long-range objectives.
